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NOTES ON PATHOLOGICAL INTERCEPTIONS. 

Particular attention has been given to th6 pathological inspection of plant material passing 
through the Inspection House at Washington, D. C, under special permit. Crown gall (Bacte- 
rium tumefaciens) has been very prevalent, as in former years, on shipments from Europe, 
apparently no effort being made to free shipments of diseased plants. Fruit and rose stocks 
have been the commonest hosts found affected. 

Exobasidium vaccinii has been especially common on azaleas from Belgium. A wide range 
of miscellaneous fungi have been intercepted, not all of which have as yet been identified, others 
appearing in the list which follows. 1 

A fungus causing a serious rot iA iris rhizome* was found on ra aterial from Germany. Twd 
entire shipments have been destroyed and parts of a third. Partly rotted rhizomes were planted 
for observation, but were destroyed by the fungus within a short time and it was found that 
the fungus grew out through the soil, forming large numbers of sclerotia (resting bodies). 

Citrus canker (Bacterium citri) was twice intercepted on grapefruit and oranges from China, 
found in passengers' baggage, at the port of San Francisco, Calif. 

NOTES ON ENTOMOLOGICAL INTERCEPTIONS. 

During the period under review 192 nests of the brown-tail moth were intercepted and 
reported by State and Federal inspectors, in contrast with 85 nests collected during the past 
eight years. With one exception, all of the nests taken in 1921 were on fruit and rose stocks 
from France. The sorrel cutworm, Acronycta rumicis, was taken on four shipments of fruit 
and rose stocks from France, and 62 nests of the white tree pierid, Aporia crataegi, were found 
on plants from the same country. The pink bollworm, Pectinophora* gossypiella, was inter- 
cepted on 32 occasions, and the spiny citrus white fly, Aleurocanthus woglumi, was taken on 
tropical plants by Florida State Plant Board and Federal inspectors. Avocados from the 
Canal Zone and Mexico were infested with larvae of Stenoma catenifer, and the same fruit from 
the latter country and Costa Rica was infested with a species of Conotrachelus, probably 0. 
perseae. 

What appears to be an injurious thrips, Thrips communis pulla, was found infesting chrysan- 
themums from England and France. Astilbes from Holland were infested with Brachyrhinus 
sulcatus. The larvae of this weevil were not only in the roots, but in some instances were rather 
abundant in the soil surrounding the roots, which is definitely prohibited by Quarantine 37. 
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Mexican-grown Irish potatoes which were in ships' stores were found on two vessels arriving 
at New Orleans, La., showed a rather heavy infestation of a species of Trypopremnon which is 
not known to occur in the United States. Likewise, sweet potatoes from the West Indies were 
infested with the West Indian sweet potato weevil, Euscepes batatae. Inspectors of the Cali- 
fornia Department of Agriculture made several interceptions of the melon and Mediterranean 
fruit flies on vegetables and fruits from Hawaii. Numerous scale insects were found on plants 
and plant products offered for entry, some of which are not known to be established in the 
United States.
